32 years of age. wanted to work in 
Palm Springs despite a "hunch’’ the law might catch up with him, 
the young laborer shortly is starting a return journey to Iowa to 
serve out a ten-year sentence. Evans was arrested by Palm Sprinp 
police yesterday after notification by Iowa authorities they still 
-wanted Evans. 
Desiring to work here Evans recently went to the police depart­ 
m ent to be fingerprinted. As is police custom his prints were check­ 
ed. It was found he had escaped from the Iowa state reformatory 
on March 6, 1934. Local authorities got in touch with those in Iowa.

Alien Registration 


Ends December 26 


The four m onth period for the 
registration and finger printing of 
all aliens in the U nited States is 
now nearing its close. 


M ore than 2,800,000 aliens have 
already registered. 
It is the last 
few hundred thousand who will 
be the most difficult to reach. 
Those who are deliberately neg­ 
lecting to register, will, at the 
end of the registration period, 
take their places w ith any other 
crim inal. 
E arl G. H arrison, director of 
registration at W ashington, D. C. 
sends out the following inform a­ 
tion on alien registration: 
(1) All aliens, w ho w ere in this 
country as of A ugust 27, m ust be 
registered and fingerprinted by 
Decem ber 26, or face a $1,000 fine, 
six m onths in jail, or both. 
(2) A lien 
children under 
14 
m ust be registered by their p a r­ 
ents or guardians, but are not 
fingerprinted. 
(3) A liens 
having 
registered 
have still not fully complied w ith 
the law unless they notify the 
Im m igration and N aturalization 
Service of the D epartm ent of 
Justice 
in 
W ashington of 
any 
change in perm anent residence 
address w ithin five days of such 
change, on a form available at 
any post office. 
(4) Postm asters should be n o ti­ 
fied im m ediately in the case of 
any bedridden alien so that he 
m ay take the necessary steps to 
register him at his place of con­ 
finement. 
(5) Confusion betw een registra­ 
tion 
for Selective Service 
and 
A lien 
R egistration 
should 
be 
cleared up. 
All m ale aliens 21 
to 36 w ere required to register 
for the draft, but this did not in 
any w ay relieve them of the 
necessity 
of registering as 
an 
alien. 
(6) Service by an alien in the 
World W ar did not of itself win 
him 
citizenship, 
and 
u n l e s s 
citizenship was achieved he m ust 
still register as an alien. 
(7) T here are no fees of any 
kind connected w ith registration. 
Aliens should bew are of racket­ 
eers who prom ise to “fix” things." 
(8) The Post Office D epartm ent 
and the D epartm ent of Justice 
are ready to answ er any individ­ 
ual questions about registration.

Dur­ 
ing the past year eighty-four new 
active cases of tuberculosis re­ 
sulted from this plan of attack.

THE WOOD RAT 
The average visitor to our des­ 
erts, wandering 
out among the 
arid 
stretches, 
soon 
becomes 
aware of the 
apparent 
lack ol 
animal life. 
True, he may flush 
up a small covey of desert quail, 
or watch a shrike perching on a 
yucca, or see an antelope ground 
squirrel scurrying to safety be­ 
neath a creosote. But the number 
of creatures 
that 
he may see 
abroad during the day are few. 
If this visitor is a careful observ­ 
er, he 
will 
immediately 
note 
many evidences of animal activ­ 
ity; burrows, 
scratchings in the 
soil, chipped-off 
bushes, 
drop­ 
pings, or harvested 
cones. 
The 
reason is quite simple. 
Because 
of the heat of the day and be­ 
cause water-conservation is of the 
utmost importance 
for survival, 
most desert animals are nocturn­ 
al; that is, they may only be seen 
at night. 
Nocturnal Animal 
The wood rat is strictly such a 
nocturnal animal, 
although 
in 
rare instances one has been seen 
in daylight, but then only among 
shadows. 
The name “rat” is a 
misnomer, for the wood rat is not 
related to those household pests 
that have given the name “rat” 
such a bad reputation. 
The wood rat, 
with his large 
rounded ears, his fuzzy tail, and 
his soft, thick, always clean fur, 
differs markedly from 
the real 
house rat, which has small angu­ 
lar ears, a naked, scaled tail, and 
coarse, bristly unclean hair. 
In 
size the two are about the same, 
averaging eight inches exclusive 
of the tail. 
Wood rats have been given sev­ 
eral other 
common 
names be­ 
cause of their unique habits. Who 
has not heard of a “pack rat” or 
a “trade rat”? These names were 
derived from the fact 
that this 
rodent likes to pack objects from 
long distances to use them in the 
building of its nest. 
The objects 
which it will thus collect from a 
wide radius are many and varied, 
depending upon the individuality 
of the wood 
rat itself. 
Highly 
colored objects and fragments 
which glisten 
are especially at­ 
tractive. The wood rat cares not 
where he secures these objects, 
and his thievery is well known to 
campers and prospectors. 
Still, 
he is a fair thief, for he always 
takes something along with him 
on 
his 
escapades 
which 
he 
“trades” and 
leaves 
behind in^ 
place of the object he appropri-' 
ates. 
There are 
many tales of 
how bits of jewelry have been 
purloined by these bold robbers, 
and pieces of rock or twigs left 
in their place. 
And then there 
are the tales of gold mines being 
discovered when 
an industrious 
wood rat steals a crust of bread 
and leaves a gold nugget in trade. 
Real Vegetarian 
Wood rats 
are 
vegetarian in 
diet, feeding upon plants of all 


variety and types. They will 
gather seeds when possible and 
m ake store-rooms in which they 
are 
piled. 
What 
they 
eat is 
largely determined 
by what is 
available in the immediate vicin­ 
ity. 
The nests of wood rats are of­ 
ten noted on the desert, but sel­ 
dom recognized as such. To most 
people they are simply piles of 
sticks or rubbish. But to the per­ 
son who would look more closely, 
that heterogeneous pile of m ater­ 
ial has a definite form, with two 
or more openings nestled in its 
heart, and passageways running 
out at angles from them. It is a 
perfect little dwelling, made safe 
from the attack of carnivores by 
joints of cholla cactus placed at 
crucial points. 
Because it is so 
thick (and some are over six feet 
high and eight feet in diameter, 
with the 
larger 
branches two 
inches through!), the nest is in­ 
sulated against cold, 
heat, and 
dampness. 
There 
are 
definite 
“stories” or levels in them, with 
certain “rooms” used 
only for 
food storage, for nest sites, or for 
dung accumulation. The passag­ 
es are kept quite clean. The nest 
itself is usually located deep in 
the mass, subterranean and dry. 
Nesting 
material 
is 
shredded 
bark, dried grasses, bits of fur, or 
anything soft that is available; 
w here travelers are near, Kleen­ 
ex handkerchiefs have been em­ 
ployed. 
Cling to Mothers 
Baby wood rats cling to their 
mother for a long time until al­ 
most half grown, and a female 
has been seen walking along with 
her young holding 
fast to her 
stomach. 
Life 
for these little 
animals is a dangerous one, for 
enemies are many; hawks, owls, 
snakes, foxes, 
coyotes, badgers, 
and man. 
Where pinyons or junipers are 
available, the wood rat builds his 
nest directly at the base of the 
tree. 
Prostrate joshua trees are 
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also invariably occupied. On the 
Colorado Desert, the native palm s 
are used as 
nesting 
sites, the 
nests themselves being construct­ 
ed far up under 
the protective 
thatching. Deep earth fissures or 
large cracks in boulders are also 
often selected; so the wood rat is 
not too 
choosy 
as to location. 
Both the male and female build 
nests, and usually each nest is 
occupied by but a single adult. 
Patience Required 
If you would see a live wood 
rat, you must have patience. Lo­ 
cate a fresh nest (you can tell if 
it’s occupied by the fresh vegeta­ 
tion on the pile or by the pres­ 
ence of fresh droppings) and on a 
moonlit night, camp 
beside it. 
You will not only see Mr. Wood 
Rat, but you will also be consci­ 
ous of his mischievousness, of his 
versatility in making noises and 
in pestering you. 
But you wiU 
long cherish 
those 
big starry 
eyes, the huge round ears, the 
soft white and brown fur, and his 
desert innocence.
